The Governor said he had 
written Hodge a letter point- 
ing out tat state law gives him 
discretionary power to demand 
an increase in the auditor's 
bond. Stratton said he was re- 
quiring Hodge to increase his 
present bond of $50,000 to the 
legal maximum of $100,000. 

If Hodge does not supply the 
bond within 20 days, Stratton 
said, the Governor has dis- 
cretionary authority to declare 
the office vacant and appoint a 
new auditor. 

Asked if he would declare the 
office vacant if Hodge did not 
supply the bond, Stratton said, 
“I think that’s pretty obvious, 
yes.” 


Possible Independent Candidate 


Stratton was reported to have 
told Hodge last night that if 
Hodge would not drop out, then 
the party organization will spon- 
sor an independent candidate 
against him in the November 
election.

Louis time Tuesday). The shock

The state of Missouri asked

Union leaders earlier gave 
assurances that any court order 
would be obeyed by the strikers. 

Assistant Attorney General 
Robert R. Welborn, in opening 
arguments before Judge Holt at 
a hearing on the state’s request 
for an injunction against the 
strike, declared that the con- 
tinuation of the union walkout 
after state seizure of the gas 
company last week was a vViola- 
tion of the King-Thompson Act. 

Union Attorney's Reply. 


Morris J. Levin, attorney for 
the striking locals of the AFL- 
C1iO Oil, Chemical and Atomic 
Workers union, argued that 
Laclede was engaged in inter- 
state commerce and thus came 
under federal labor legislation 
which guaranteed the right te 
strike. 

United States Supreme Court 
rulings involving Michigan and 
| Wisconsin laws similar to the 
King-Thompson: act, he said, 
have cast doubt on the validity 
of this type of state labor leg- 
islation. 

Both attorneys agreed, at Judge 
Holt’s suggestion, to consolidate 
the state’s requests for tem- 
porary and permanent injunc- 
| tions. Levin said his agreement 
was contingent on whether com- 
pany records, which he has sub- 
penaed, are made available to 
him. 

A consolidation would, in ef- 
fect, make the proceeding a 
hearing on the request for the 
permanent injunction, in which 
the state is asking that strikers 
be ordered back to work. 


13,500 Service Interruptions. 


Allen H. Burgess, Laclede 
vice president in charge of 
operations, who was the first 


State witness, said that since 
the strike began July 1, about 
13,500 reports have been re 
ceived of interruptions of gas 
service. Under normal condi- 
tions, he said, about 100 such 
complaints are received in a 
10-day period. 

He testified that because of 
the lack of manpower, the com- 
pany has not attempted to turn 
on gas mains which have been 
shut off during the strike. To 
do so without making certain 
that all gutlets are shut off 
might result in liberation of gas, 
which would create “a very 
dangerous situation,” he said. 

In cross-examination, Levin 
asked Burgess questions appar- 
ently intended to support the 
union contention that Laclede 
is engaged in: interstate com- 
merce and thus under federal 
rather than state labor legisla- 
tion. 

Gas From Texas. 


' Burgess testified that Laclede 
bought all of its natural gas 
from Mississippi River Fuel Co., 
a pipeline concern which ob- 
tained the gas from fields in 
Texas He also testified that 
Laclede did business in the St. 
Louis area with firms which 
were engaged in commerce out- 
side of Missouri. 

The union assurance that any 
court order would be obeyed 
was given at a mass meeting of 
the strikers last night, at which 
Joseph Appelbaum, internation- 
al vice president of the union, 
declared: “We are not law vio- 
lators or law breakers and we 
never have been.”

Economy - Minded Re- 


publican’s Plea Indi- 
cates Chance for 
Strategy Change. 


WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP) 

—Representative Taber (Rep.), 
New York, usually a strong ad- 
vocate of cutting money bills, 
today urged the House to in- 
crease foreign aid appropria- 
tions by $550,000,000.

Representative Martin of Mas- 
sachusetts, the House Republi- 
can leader, said a House floor 
move to increase funds in the 
bill is still possible 

Original Strategy. 

Earlier, Martin had said the 
strategy would be to let the 
measure go to the Senate with- 
out risking possible defeat of 
a funds-restoration move in the 
House 

Democratic leaders said pri- 
vately they would still prefer 


not to have the issue forced 
into an open vote, but would 
back an increase if it came to 
b& vote 

Mr. ‘Eisenhower wants the 
full increase which would be 


allowed under a recently-passed 
four-billion-dollar authorization 
bill setting ceilings on the aid 
program. Bulk of the increase 
permitted would be $550,000,- 
000 which Taber said could be 
added to the military aid sec- 
tion of the money bill. 

Taber, senior Republican on 
the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, told the House he favors 


restoring military aid to the bill , 
without disclosing whether he | 


would actually offer an amend- 
ment to do this. 

Taber told the House: 

“I have many times voted 
against appropriations for so- 
called mutual security and for- 
eign aid. I have voted against 
it when bills were broucht on 
the floor that were too big and 
provided funds that were not 
needed.” 

Defense Needs. 

But Taber said, arms aid to 
other countries is needed to 
maintain defense lines such as 
in Korea where otherwise more 
American soldiers would have 
to be sent. X's 

One of Taber's steadiest sup- 
porters in previous budget- 
cutting drives, Representative 
Wigglesworth (Rep.), 
chusetts, also advocated restora- 
tion of some of the money. 

Wigglesworth said he was 
“unhappy” over the committee 
cuts in military aid 


“It has been cut altogether 
too deep,” he said. “I cannot 
stand for economy at the ex- 


pense of national security.” 

Referring to criticism by 
some members that the aid pro- 
gram is a “giveaway” project, 
Wigglesworth said “this is not 
a question of a giveaway pro- 
gram, but a question of na- 
tional defense.” 


Representative “Passman 


(Dem.), Louisiana, sponsor of 
the $3,.600,000,000 bill, argued

Before debate began, House 
Democratic leader McCormack 
of Massachusetts said Congress 
would be cutting Mr. Eisen- 
hower's foreign aid program 
even deeper if Republicans in- 
stead of Democrats were in 
control. 

President's Protest. 

The President has strongly 
protested against House com- 
mittee cuts in his program, and 
yesterday G.O.P. leaders said 
he disclosed he still plans to 
run for a second term when 
foreign aid came up in discus- 
sion of the legislative program. 
He was quoted as telling the 
Republican chiefs at Gettys- 
burg, Pa.: 

“I feel very deeply about this 
and I intend to campaign very 
vigorously and hard on this 
issue before the country this 
fall.” 

McCormack said in an inter- 
view “of course I'm glad” to 
have Mr. Eisenhower push the 
aid program 

McCormack added that for- 
eign aid started as ‘“Demo- 
cratic policy” with the Marshall 
plan in the Truman Administra- 
tion, and that he has long sup- 
ported it as in America’s best 
interest. After cutting past aid 
appropriations for ostensible 
economy reasons, he added, the 
Eisenhower Administration now 
is seeking a big increase to re- 


plenish a depleted aid ‘“pipe- 
line.” 
Asked whether Mr. Eisen- 


hower could use the foreign 
aid issue as a call for election 
of a Republican Congress, Mc- 
Cormack said the President 
“would be on rather untenable 
ground on that.”

Sixth and Pine streets, if sev- | 
eral conditions are met, was 
made yesterday by the St. Louis 
Parking Association, a group of | 
owners and operators of park- | 
ing facilities in St. Louis. | 

The association, which has. 
been opposing bills pending be- | 
fore the Board of Aldermen to 
permit condemnation of two 
sites in the downtown area for 
the construction of city-owned | 
parking garages, made its offer | 
yesterday at a hearing con- | 
ducted by the aldermanic ecom- 
mittee on zoning, which is 


studying the measures. 

The parking association's pro- 
posal, which President Donald 
Gunn of the Board of Aldermen | 
said “must have been made with | 
tongue in cheek,” suggested con- | 
struction of the garage on a 
site owned by the May Depart- | 
ment Stores on the west side 
of Sixth street between Pine 
and Chestnut streets. 

The ofter is contingent on the 
May company’s being willing to 
transfer the property to 
a corporation to be fornied by 
selling stock solely to members 
of the parking association. The 
May company has owned most 
of the site for many years. The 
parking group would ‘pay the 
May company the amount of 
the original cost of the proper- | 
ty plus any other money the | 
company has spent on it. 

Another condition would be | 
an agreement by Civic Progress, | 
Inc. to purchase $500,000 in | 
second-mortgage bonds payable 
out of revenue. 

Stockholders in the proposed 
corporation would agree to sub- 
scribe $100,000 of a proposed 
$1,000,000 authorization. This 
sum, plus any proceeds derived 
from the sale of first-mortgage 
bonds, and the $500,000 from 
the second mortgage bonds 
would pay for and construct the 
garage. 

If additional funds are 
needed, the association proposes 
to sell additional stock. 

Another condition would be 
agreement by the Associated 
Retailers of St. Louis, an or- 
Zanization of downtown mer- 
chants, and other business con- 
cerns in the area to validate 
the parking checks of their cus- 
tomers. 

If all these conditions were 
met, the parking association 
Said it would deposit $100,000 
as the original subscription of 
paid-in capita] stock in the new 
corporation within 30 days. 

Most of the hearing yester- 
day was concerned with an at- 
tempt to determine why the 
Off-Street Parking Commission 
changed the proposed location 
for a proposed new parking ga- 
rage from the west side of Sixth 
street between Pine and Chest- 
nut to the east side. 

Jack W. Hart, an officer of 
a consulting engineering firm 
which made studies for the 
commission, told the commit- 
tee his firm had suggested five 
off-street parking sites in its 
preliminary report. One of 
these was the site on the east 
side of Sixth street. 

The commission later asked 
the firm to make final studies 
on two sites designated by the 
commission, one on the other 
side of Sixth street and the 
second at Eighth street and 
Delmar boulevard. Studies in- 
dicated both of these were 
good sites for parking facili- 
ties, he said. Whether they are 
the best sites in the downtown 
area cannot be determined 
without complete studies of all 
sites, he stated. 

The committee announced it 
would ask R. J. Stone, chair- 
man of the commission, to ex- 
plain why the Sixth street site 
had been moved across the 
street.

WASHINGTON, July 11 (UP) 
—The American Civil Liber- 
ties Union has attacked a De- 
fense Department regulation 
allowing security checks on non- 
sensitive employes of universi- 
ties and industrial plants having 
defense contracts. 

It made public a letter to 
Secretary of Defense Charles 
E. Wilson yesterday calling the 
regulation an “unconstitutional 
extension of security regula- 
tion.” The regulation is con- 
tained in a department docu- 
ment called the “Industrial Se- 
Manual for Safeguard- 
ing Classified Information.”

_ Miller testified freely before 
the committee June 21 about 
his own past associations with 
Communism but he declined for 
reasons of conscience to name 
other persons he had seen at 
meetings. The committee 
warned him that he might face 
contempt action unless he sup- 
plied the names. 


The committee voted unan- 
imously in closed session for 
the contempt recommendation. 
It now goes to the full House, 
which almost invariably ap- 


_ proves contempt actions recom- 


mended by its committees. Then 
the Justice Department would 
have to seek an indictment and 
prosecute. The maximum penal- 
ty is a year in jail and a $1000 
fine. 

Miller is scheduled to fly to 
England Friday with his recent 
bride, Marilyn Monroe. 

Won't Block Trip.

' The brief described Miller 
as generally friendly and co- 
operative in his appearance 
June 21. It concluded with 
the hope that the committee 
would not “think it necessary

has already undergone the fur- 
ther penalty of criminal pun- 
ishment.” 

Miller wrote a lengthy letter 
to Chairman Walter. “I know 
myself to be a person devoted 
to democratic institutions and 
opposed to _ totalitarianism,” 
Miller wrote. 

“The meetings in question oc- 
curred nearly 10 years ago. At 
that time the Communist party, 
as far as I was aware, had not 
been declared a conspiracy but 
was legally recognized and ac- 
corded the common privileges 
of a political party. 


“On the ground of their par- 
ticipating in illegal actions, 
therefore, I cannot justify mye 
self naming these people. But 
in addition the five or six whose 


names I know are, to my knowl- 


edge, as they were at the time, 


free-lance writers or minog fig- 


ures in the theatrical world, and 

they have had no governmental 

or industrial function.” 

Says Testimony Isn't Justified. 
Miller said a witness would be 

justified in informing on others 


if they had misled or tricked 


him or if he knew of plans on 
their part to harm this country. 
He said neither situation ap- 
plied in his case.

Miller, at his home in Rox- 
bury, Conn., said: 

“I regret that they've done 


this, since I had no contemptu- 


ous intention. I suppose the 
rest remains for the courts to 
decide.” 

Asked if he might change his

I'm afraid I can’t, I won't.” He

McDonnell’s 50-Mile Ban 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In reply to Beatrice Hechler’s let- 
ter complaining of sonic booms in 
the Troy, Mo., area, McDonnell Air- 
craft Corp. reiterates that supersonic 
flights by our test pilots have been 
banned within a 50-mile radius of 
St. Louis. 

Our pilots also make every effort 
to avoid other congested areas such 
as Jefferson City, Alton, Columbia, 
Hannibal, Quincy and Springfield, 


The public must expect a continu- 
fing increase in supersonic flying. 
Five other manufacturers besides 
McDonnell are building supersonic 
fighters. There are approximately 
eight air bases in Illinois and Mis- 
souri alone that are equipped with 
aircraft capable of supersonic booms. 

_ Added to this traffic are transient 
cross-country aircraft which are con- 
stantly flying over this area. 

McDonnell pilots as well as serv- 
ice pilots are following strict reg- 
ulations to minimize as much as 
humanly possible inconvenience to 
the public. But we must perform 
some supersonic flying. Most of it 
is at altitudes of 25,000 feet or 
higher. The armed forces specify 
the types of flights we must make 
before delivery. 

After delivery, the services then 
carry out their own flight tests be- 
fore turning the planes over to pilots 
of operational squadrons for regular 
combat duty. These operational 
groups will necessarily perform an 
increasing number of supersonic 


flights,

The President and. His Program 


President Eisenhower has reaffirmed his avail- 
ability for the Republican nomination for a sec- 
ond term to party congressional leaders as- 
sembled at Gettysburg. That is the gist of re- 
marks to the press on behalf of Mr. Eisenhower 
by Republican Senate Leader Knowland of 
California. 


The popular reaction generally will be one 
of relief that the President thinks himself well 
enough to continue in his great office for four 
more years, beginning next January. After his 
heart attack last September serious doubts arose 
as to his probable candidacy and this same ques- 
tion came up again following his recent major 
abdominal surgery for a continuing case of 
ileitis. 


Democrats as well as Republicans will share 
this gratification at the President's satisfactory 
convalescence, as the generous comment of for- 
mer Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson of Illinois typifies. 
The President, whoever he is, is the President 
of all the country and when serious iliness en- 
ters the White House, as it has now done twice 
in nine months in the case of Mr. Eisenhower, 
the genuine concern for his health and his per- 
sonal welfare knows no party bounds. 

. ° . 

This news from the President's farm home was 
foretold last Saturday with the announcement 
by John Sherman Cooper, United States Am- 
bassador to India, that he had, at the President's 
strong urging, agreed to run for the Senate from 
Kentucky. No other interpretation was likely 
than that Mr. Eisenhower had himself made up 
his mind to continue in the 1956 race and so 
felt he could properly prevail on Mr. Cooper to 
reverse his negative decision of last month. 


Senator Knowland, a frequent Administration 
critic who was significantly perhaps the Presi- 
dent’s spokesman, said Mr. Eisenhower assured 
the G.O.P. leaders that he felt in better physical 
shape than he did on Feb. 29 when he an- 
nounced he would take the 1956 nomination if 
his party wanted him, notwithstanding the heart 
attack. 

* ” * 

This assurance as to the President's reviving 
health will cheer many people, but it will not 
take out of the campaign the question of Mr. 
Eisenhower's physical well-being and his han- 
dling of the grave responsibilities of his office. 


eNor will it eliminate the deep misgivings that 


many voters, including the independents, have 
concerning a second-term candidacy for Vice 
President Nixon. 

Only this week a movement was launched to 
sidetrack Mr. Nixon in favor of former Gov. 
Harold E. Stassen, White Hoyse adviser on dis- 
armament. And it has been much reported that 
Paul G. Hoffman, retired Gen. Lucius D. Clay, 
Sidney Weinberg and other strong Eisenhower 
backers have been at work on plans te dump 


the Vice President as a handicap to the President. 
Meanwhile the President's program is in 
enough trouble that he has now listed 15 legisia- 
tive proposals on which he hopes to see action 
before Congress adjourns. These proposals are 
headed by a bill providing what he regards as 
adequate funds for mutual security, and a bill 
providing federal aid for school construction. 

To this end Mr. Eisenhower asserted his lead- 
ership to the extent of telephoning the Demo- 
cratic chiefs of the two chambers, Speaker 
Rayburn of the House and Majority 
Johnson of the Senate, and said he hoped the 
program would have favorable attention in the 
next several weeks. 

° . * 

How much, it is reasonable to wonder, did 
the Republican leaders tell the President about 
the G.O.P. opposition to him on both school aid 
and mutual security? 

Did Senator Knowland report that the Repub- 
lican Senators stood against the President, 26 
to 21, on the Bridges amendment to cut off all 
aid to Yugoslavia? 

Did former Speaker Martin tell the President 
that Republican House members voted 148 te 46 
for the Powell antisegregation amendment, 
which Mr. Eisenhower opposed, to the school 
bill? 

Did he tell him that the Republican House 
members then switched around and voted 119 
to 75 to kill the bill while the Democrats cast a 
majority for it? 

Only if the President knows these facts will 
he be in a position to exert an informed leader- 
ship over his own party in Congress. And here, 
as in many other situations fn the last three and 
a half years, Mr. Eisenhower has not shown 
that he was advised of the essential facts.

Just a week ago James Reston, chief of the 
Washington bureau of The New York Times, 
summarized the political state of affairs in 
Washington as follows: 

What is needed now is not announcements 
about who is going to run for the presidency 
in the fall—that is perfectly clear—but who 
is going to run the presidency now, and in 
what direction. 

These past three weeks have clearly shown 
what can happen in the world in a very 
short period of time, and they have demon- 
strated to the satisfaction of anybody will- 
ing to look at the facts that the presidency 
does not work well in the absence of the 
President. 

Now that the President has reiterated his 
availability, the country can expect him to as- 
sume more definitely than in the past his lead- 
ership of the Republican party as well as the 
leadership ef the United States. 

If he does, the first necessity will be for the 
G.O.P. leaders who visited him in Gettysburg 
to reverse themselves on some of the most im- 
portant issues in Congress.

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Hold Those Horses 

Anybody who wonders at the urge toward 
automotive speed among youngsters might read 
closely some of the latest advertisements com- 
ing from Detroit. 

“Again proves nobody outperforms Ford,” 
says one. “Man, it’s dynamite!” says another of 
the new Dodge. “Now the hot one is even 
hotter,” Chevrolet has said. These are ; just 
samples from the Big Three of auto manhufac- 
turing. All are boasting of horsepower and per- 
formances which might or might not be safe 
on a race track but which would be the next 
thing to suicide for the average motorist to 
whom these advertisements are addressed. 

The fact is that automotive power and speed 
are daily being impressed on the national con- 
science, and Detroit still tries to impress those 
who have resisted.

Hence the highway delinquency 
problem is far from strictly juvenile. And the 
horsepower bombardment does not help. 
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That tune-writing electronic computer may 
never “possess the esthetic gifts which are 
responsible for art,” as its creators admit, but 
couldn’t it easily rock and roll? 
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Appomattox Rises Again 

The Richmond Times-Dispatch has invoked 
journalistic interposition against various North- 
ern newspapers over the restoration of Appoa- 
mattox, where Gen. Lee surrendered to Gen. 
Grant. 

According to the Times-Dispatch, some Mary- 
land newspapers and the Columbus (O.) Dispatch 
question the restoration of the site on the theory 
that a simple monument would be better. It ap- 
pears that Virginians once did propose a simple 
monument, but when some _ unreconstructed 
Southerners found out that it was to be built 
with federal funds, “they made such a prepos- 
terous lot of racket that the National Park Serv- 
ice abandoned the plan.” 

Consequently Appomattox is being restored, 
the McLean house where the surrender took 
place was rebuilt several years ago, and maybe 
the South will rise again. 

This does not quite answer the unforgiving 
Chicago Tribune, however. The Tribune is 
quoted as saying that “Appomattox neglected 
and in ruins was the symbol of how to make a 
peace that will last.” Of course Appomattox was 
not in ruins in 1865, but the Times-Dispatch’s

relations when President Eisenhower's illness 
forced the cancellation of Nehru’s visit to Wash- 
ington.“Then the President insisted that Ambas- 
sador John Sherman Cooper come home from 
New Delhi to run for Unitefl States Senator in 
Kentucky. In the delicate situation created by 
these two events—aggravated by Secretary Dul- 
les’s recent preaching against the “immorality” 
of a neutral outlook—the Vice President would 
have been wise to keep silent on the whole sub- 
ject of India and neutralism, especially since 
he was making a Far Eastern tour that conspicu- 
ously omitted New Delhi. 

When will people like Vice President Nixon 
learn that preaching and lecturing and moral 
posturing are not the way to win friends in 
Asia? Perhaps the Vice President was not think- 
ing of New Delhi so much as of San Francisco, 
where he hopes to be renominated in August. 
But if he was making an election speech in 
Karachi, he was guilty of even worse judgment. 

At his last press conference before his opera- 
tion, President Eisenhower had some wise words 
to say about neutrality. Recalling that the United 
States itself had stayed out of other countries’ 
conflicts for 150 years, he pleaded for an under- 
standing of this attitude when taken by other 
countries today. “If you are waging peace,” he 
said, “you can’t be too particular sometimes 
about the special attitudes that different coun- 
tries take.” 

Though the force of this statement was di- 
minished by a “clarification’’ later published by 
the White House, it still stands as a far more 
perceptive and sympathetic approach to the 
neutrals than the Nixon-Dulles brand of syn- 
thetic righteousness. We hope that the President 
will find some way to make clear that his view, 
rather than the Dulles-Nixon one, is official—if 
indeed it is. 
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Opportunity in St. Louis County 

The council-manager form of local govern- 
ment has won an enthusiastic and especially 
significant indorsement from the citizens of 
Council Bluffs, Ia. Six years ago they installed 
the manager plan by a vote of 4119 to 3112. 
Just the other day they were given the oppor- 
tunity to second-guess themselves. In a referen- 
dum they retained the plan, 6069 to 3568, a sub- 
stantial indorsement in any company. 


Only three of St. Louis county’s 90-odd mu- 
nicipalities have entrusted the day-to-day opera- 
tion of government to the professional hands of 
a full-time city manager. They are University 
City, Webster Groves and Ferguson. Two others 
—Clayton and Berkeley—have commissions at 
work framing home rule charters. And it would 
not be surprising if they too chose the manager 
plan. 

More often than not, though, local govern- 
ment in the county is operated either on a 
hit-or-miss basis or within an outmoded frame. 
Kirkwood, for example, a community of almost 
30,000 people, is saddled with the inefficient 
commission form that requires more than the 
part-time supervision it gets to be successful. 

Overland, on the other hand, has recently 
created a 24man committee to look into its 
governmental machinery and plan for future 
progress, specifically whether freeholders ought 
to be put to work drafting a home rule charter. 
Overland’s is an example worth emulating else- 
where in the county. 


Readers’ Views on Delinquency

Many of us who work with juveniles 
professionally feel much the same way 
as Mayor Tucker. But all of us, includ- 
ing the Mayor, make a sharp distinction 
between toughs and hoodlums who 
menace life and property with violence 
and malicious intent, and those pesky, 
noisy, restless and disturbing teen-agers 
who can’t fit into our established pat- 
terns. 

Sometimes it is difficult to distinguish 
between. the youngsters in the two 
groups and often in becoming too “soft” 
we encourage the worse element, and 
this small group must not be coddled. 


None of us and no organization has 


the answer. Nor do we know the 
causes. Once in a while an unusual 
leader with proper space and equip- 
ment may solve an acute problem but 
such leaders are rare. It is increas- 
ingly difficult to get young men of this 
caliber because of low pay and keen 
competition. 


How to punish the tough and hood- 
lum and not incur the animosity and 
hatred of the much larger group baf- 
fles us all. -The treatment for this peri- 
pheral group—where so many may rise 
to good citizenship, or fall to thuggery 
—concerns all Greater St. Louisans. 


And let’s not be fooled. A few meet- 
ings of “experts” won’t settle the mat- 
ter. This-fault lies deep in our social 
fabric and more than eloquent words 
are needed. As a matter of fact we 
have had a torrent of words to date. 

The Mayor correctly states that the 
city, schools and churches are responsi- 
ble. So are scores of United Fund 
and privately financed agencies. To 
date, none of us is proud of the record.

How can kids 
respect such parents? 

FORTY-TWO-YEAR-OLD KID 
LOVER AND OLD MAID. 


I am a juvenile delinquent. No, I 
haven’t mugged an old man, nor have 
I beaten a younger man with an expect- 
ant wife and two children. I haven't 
received a ticket for drag racing, nor 
have I been in any street fights nor 
crashed any parties. I am a juvenile 
delinquent because I am a teen-ager. 

During the past month the press, 
radio and television have carried on an 
extensive campaign against the rise of 
juvenile delinquency in the St. Louis 
area. In essence, this campaign has a 
good end, but it suffers from two seri- 
ous defects. 

First, a majority of the older gener- 
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ation has superimposed the term “juve- 
nile delinquent” over the term “teen- 
ager.” According to the press there 
has been no significant good accom- 
plished by a person in his teens in the 
past month. Adults have suddenly come 
to the conclusion that there is some- 
thing radically wrong with a person in 
his teens. 

Because a minority of teen-agers is 
causing trouble, the majority is now 
branded juvenile delinquent, and the 
old saying, “The good must suffer with 
the bad,” has gone far enough. 

Second, with all the publicity, not 
once has the solution to this problem 
been given. The solution is not a strict- 
er law enforcement by a sorely under- 
manned police department, nor is it 
legislative action from Jefferson City: 
the solution is present in almost every 
adult’s answer when you ask him if he 
did the same things that the small per- 
centage of teen-agers is doing. 

The adult will inevitably and em- 
phatically state, “Why, if I did those 
things, I would have gotten a good tan- 
ning from my parents.” D.W. 


Recent brutalities committed by 
young adults and/or teen-agers have 
caused widespread shock and alarm. 
Certainly delinquency. must be curbed. 

However, publicity on this topic is 
creating a public fervor condemning 
teen-agers in general. Such an attitude 
is unfair, when an overwhelming ma- 
jority of this city’s youth are law abid- 
ing citizens. 

A newspaper must print the facts 
about juvenile delinquency, but front 
page pictures and headlines, whether 
sensational or not, seem only to give 
other maladjusted youngsters an im- 
petus to get in the spotlight. 

If newspapers would give attention to 
more worthy achievements of the city’s 
teen-agers, and would promote more 
drives to create activities to absorb 
their idle hours, perhaps excessive pub- 
licity to crime would not be necessary.

Simply a Gentleman

fied devotion. To be five times a United 
States Congressman and twice Demo- 
cratic mayor of New York, to occupy a 
Princeton professorial chair for thinty 
years, and to author four books are not 
the marks of a man who has idly floated 
on top of his times. If the publication 
of this autobiography does nothing else 
it should secure for its author a place 
among the near-famous of a generation 
not long past.

Seldom do his 
judgments make any pretense of ob- 
jectivity but in many readers they ma 
reinforce the conviction that quic 
flashes of insight are equal in accuracy 
we several pounds of uninspired evalu- 
ation. 


McClellan was not given to sustained 
introspection, but the frame of refer- 
ence through which he viewed the 
world conspicuously shapes his writ- 
ing. From the autobiography emerges 
a man no less than a commentator. The 
type either has passed from American 
life or no longer deems it wise to ad- 
vertise its attitudes. McClellan’s views 
and values were those of a class which 
esteemed the unheralded virtues of 
taste, breeding, good living and 
noblesse oblige. On the continent his 
outlook would have entitled him to be 
called an aristocrat. In America he was 
simply a gentleman. Consequently, Mc- 
Clellan could never fully identify him- 
self with the age in which he lived. He 
never became the lackey of great 
wealth or great poverty; of political 
corruption or of political reform. From 
adolescence to death his criteria for 
judging himself and his contemporaries 
remained remarkably constant. One of 
the prices he paid for this constancy 
was the death of his political career be- 
fore he had reached the fullness of his 
powers. 

The attractiveness of this book rests 
not only on the qualities of its author 
but on a superior job of editing by Har- 
old C. Syrett of Columbia University. 
Syrett has reduced the manuscript au- 
tobiography to readable proportions 
without fracturing its continuity and 
resisted the temptation to overwhelm 
the reader with editorial documenta- 
tion. The brief introduction manages to 
make itself indispensable to a full un- 
derstanding of what follows. Author 
and editor can be satisfied that they 
have collaborated with splendid result.

No Rewards, No Penalties. | 


This is possible because in 
Gen. Eisenhower's conception of 
the American Government, the 
President is not the leader of 
the system who makes it work 
but the officer who presides 
over the Executive branch. He 
exhorts, he preaches, he pro- 
poses measures, he pleads for 
them. But he does not lead the 
Congress. 

In his book there are no re- 
wards for men, like Senator 
Wiley, who take risks in order 
to follow him. There are no 
penalties for those who, like 
Senator Knowland, so often op- 
pose him. Yet in order to lead 


a party it is necessary not only 
to talk but also to use a disci- 
pline of rewards and penalties.

Executive Must Lead. 


The American political sys- 
tem has never worked well 
when the President is passive 
and unable to give a strong lead 
to Congress. For the American 
Congress is like other legisla- 
tive bodies as, for example, the 
French National Assembly. 

It is almost incapable of deal- 


ing successfully with big ques- 


tions except under the leader- 
ship, which includes thé disci- 
pline, of the Executive. On 
measures where the national 
interest is more than the net 


sum of opposing local interests, 


the Executive, that is the Presi- 
dent, must be the active politi- 
cal force. 

He cannot drop the big meas- 
ures into the legislative assem- 
bly, making an occasional public 
comment and doing some pri- 
vate lobbying, but on the whole 
standing aside in an attitude of 
respectful neutrality. 


How the Mill Works. 


For the big measures are al- 
most certain to be ground to 
bits by Congressmen respond- 


ing to local pressures from their | 


constituents. These measures 
can be saved and carried 
through the Legislature only if 
the Representatives can feel be- 
hind them, and can point to, 
a national pressure which is 
stronger than the local pres- 
sures. 

Except when there is an up- 
heaval of popular sentiment, 
only the President can gener- 
ate the national pressure. 

The Kelley Bill to give fed- 
eral aid to the public schools 
is a case 1n point. The national 
interest, as the President right- 
ly saw it, called for the passage 
of this bill. It was known to 
all that there was no chance of 
passing it through the Senate 
as against a Southern filibuster, 
if the bill contained the Powell 
Amendment, denying federal 
funds to states resisting integra- 
tion. 


National Need Defeated. 


But a heavy majority of the 


|Republicans in the House, join- 


ed by a third of the Democrats 


from the North, nevertheless 
voted to insert the Powell 
Amendment. 

Thus federal aid to educa- 


tion was sacrificed by some 148 
Republicans and some 77 Demo- 
crats who believed they were 
appealing to the Negro voters 
in their local constituencies 
The President alone could have 
forced Congress to face the 
grave national need in this 
crisis of the American public 
school system. 

With the President absent, or 
passive and silent, the national 
interest could not prevail.

Dame Juliana Berner pub- 
lished one of the earliest Ene- 
lish books on fishing in 1486 
The title of the book was 
“Treatyses Pertenynge to Hawk- 
ynge, Huntynge, and Fishynee 
with an Angle.”

The Securities and Exchange 
Commission in a quarterly sur- 
vey of financial reports of 
manufacturing concerns, dilis- 
closed that for the first three 
months of this year earnings 
were higher than for any first 
quarter in history. 

Profits before taxes were 
7,400,000,000 in the first quar- 
ter, compared with $6,500,000,- 
000 in the first three months of 
1955. However, the first quar- 


ter earnings this year were 
$200.000,000 below the levels 
reached in the closing three 
months of 1955. 


The report added that earn- 
ings after taxes, in the first 
three months of this year were 
15 per cent higher than in the 
corresponding quarter of last 
year 

Sales in the first quarter, the 
SEC said. were estimated at 
$71,900,000,000, a dectine of 
only 2 per cent from the prev- 
ious quarter and a gain of 1 
per cent compared with the first 
three months of 1955. 


Retail Sales Gain. 
Reporting on June retail 
sales, the Commerce Depart- 


ment said that the total volume 
of $16,600,000,000 last month 
was unchanged from May levels 
but represented a gain of 4 
per cent compared with June of 
1955. 

A report covering May activi- 
ty by wholesalers showed that 
sales in that month totaled 
$10,700,000,000, a gain of 3 per 
cent compared with April. 


Inventories of all wholesalers 
were estimated at $12,500,000,- 
000 at the close of May. On a 
seasonally adjusted basis it was 
added, stocks were up very 
slightly from April. 

The report on construction 
showed that new construction 
of all types put in place in 
June rose seasonally to a total 
of four billion dollars. This was 
a gain of 8 per cent compared 
with May. 

Practically all types of new 
construction participated in the 
May to June rise, the report 
said, although outlays for new 
houses and apartments con- 
tinued to lag. 


127 COLLISIONS 
OF PLANES IN AIR, 
1948 THROUGH 1955 


WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP) 
—William B. Davis, Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration director 
of aviation safety, said today 
there were 127 midair collisions. 
in this country from 1948 
through 1955. 

Davis testified before a House 
Government Operations sub- 
commitfee reviewing the fed- 
eral aviation program. 

He said 60 of the 127 acci- 
dents resulted in fatalities. He 
did not have immediately avail- 
able the total number of 
deaths. 

Davis said of the 127 
sions, 96 were between pri- 
vately-owned planes, 16  be- 
tween privately-owned planes 
and military aircraft, 11  be- 
tween air carriers and private 
planes, two between air carriers 
and military planes and two be- 
tween air carriers. 

These totals did not include 
the accident that killed 128 last 
week in the Grand Canyon 

Davis told the committee that 
CAA has been trying to get the 
Civil Aeronautics Board to in- 
crease the standards for pilot 
testing and the frequency of re- 
checks since 1949 with no re- 
sults. 


BRIDE, 17, SAVES HUSBAND 
WHEN CLOTHES CATCH FIRE 


GRAND PRAIRIE, Tex., July 
11 (AP)—A 17-year-old bride of 
four weeks was credited with 
saving the life of her husband 
when his clothing caught fire 
last night. 


Ernest LeRoye Strawn, 19, a 
construction worker, was clean- 
ing asphalt from his clothes 
with gasoline when the flame 
from a nearby water heater 
ignited the fumes. 


“I looked for a towel or sheet 
to wrap around him and couldn't 
find one, Mrs. Strawn said, “‘so 
I wrapred my arms around him 
and pulled him against me. 
That smothered most of the 
fire. Then he rolled up in a 
bedspread.” 

Hospital attendants said 
Strawn was in a serious condi- 
tion. Mrs. Strawn was treated 
for burns on her arms and a 
foot. Their two-room home was 
destroyed by the fire.

Russia's Cultural Barrage

N last week’s article it was.

state-conscience; only one reli- 
gion or God, the state-god and 
its messianic promise of world 
revolution. 

These two colossal giants have 
been soliciting. the rest of the 
world to fall within their re- 
spective orbits. Each has its 
bait, which is dangled before 
the Eastern peoples to tempt 
them into the arms of either. 
The market-principle of the 
Western world tries to win other 
people by offering them prod- 
ucts of the market, such as 
food, economic material for re- 
construction, and arms as a 
first line of defense. Granted 
that there are humanitarian 
motives in this giving, the im- 
portant point is that our eco- 
nomic system, which is capable 
of producing greater surpluses, 
has surpluses to give and does 
need distant military bases to 
protect its existence.

But the economic 
is not primary. The accent is 
more on the political, but the 
political is presented as an ap- 
peal to “culture,” to “commu- 
nity,’ to the “solidarity for all 
people” under the leadership of 
the Soviets. Hence the constant 
appeal to the “People’s Govern- 


ment” in China and _ Tibet: 
| hence the penetration by Soviet 
“we; «Cculture” into the Western 


= world, and the plea to Western- 


ers to visit the Soviet Union to 
study culture and progress. 
The Soviets give aid but not 
so much to win military bases 
as to win over “the people,” the 
“masses,” the “community.” 
This accounts for the Soviet 
attack in China against “capi- 
talists” and “imperialists” in 
order to win the people to a 
new “culture” and “way of life.” 
One wonders if the present 
tendency to debunk Stalin does 
not fit in with this cultural 
emphasis. The term most often 
used in abusing Stalin is that 
the “cult of personality” was 
strong. The shift is from a 
dictator who incarnated within 
himself the political primacy or 
the state-principle to the collec- 
tive leadership representative 
of a “people” or a “culture.” 
The world cannot be gained as 
quickly to Communism by a 
dictator as it can by “apostles 
of culture” visiting England, 
thus proving their solidarity 
and oneness with all “peoples.” 
Suddenly the United States, 
which stresses the economic 
against the Soviet stress on 
politics, finds itself caught un- 
prepared by the quick shift of 
the Soviets to the cultural bar- 
rage laid down against the 
Eastern world, which barrage is 
only a disguise for the state- 


principle. 

What is important in Russia 
today is not the attack on 
Stalin; it is rather the shift to 
the cultural as the mask for the 
political. The political princ- 
iple of the Soviets under the 
mask of ‘culture’ works on the 
masses of the people, not just 
to feed them, but to revamp 
their thinking, their education, 
their family life, their morals, 
their loyalties and their reli- 
gion. Security and prosperity 
are the catchwords of the West- 
ern world with its primacy on 
economics, but “culture” is the 
slogan of the Soviet drive. 

ao * _ 

WHAT MAKES IT difficult 
for us to appreciate this strug- 
gle in simple terms is because 
we take our beliefs from the 
very civilization in which 
live; we are in crisis and we 
take our philosophy from the 
crisis, like a drowning man 
might develop his philosophy 
from the water which suffocates 
him. There is not a sufficient 
number of standards outside of 
the crisis to decide what is 
right and what is wrong; when 
something is going wrong, we 
can never know it except by 
something outside of both eco- 
nomics and politics. 

The doctor who is not sick is 
a better judge of the patient's 
illness than the patient himself. 
The only way we know whether 
a line is crooked is by relation 
to something straight. Not even 
we who write this article would 
be able to say that neither the 
economic-principle nor the po- 
litical-principle will save the 
world if we did not have some 
principles outside the world it- 
self. That is why a philosophy 
and a faith are so important.

HEODOR UPPMAN looks 
T as if he could step right into 
the role of Curley in “‘Okla- 
homa!” but unfortunately they 
weren't casting “Oklahoma!”, 
not even the fourth or fifth road 
company, when he went to New 
York to seek fame and fortune. 
The young baritone from Cali- 
fornia gave a recital at Town 
flall.

Often the advantage of one 
play over another is hard to 
see. But it pays to make a good 
try at diagnosing each situation 
as it comes up with the thought 
in mind that your decision 
WILL make a difference in the 
final result. 

There are problems of this 
kind peculiar to each of the 
four positions at the table. In 
the following series of columns 
I want to show you a few prob- 
lems of third hand—that is, the 
third player to play to a trick. 

Even at the first trick, third 
hand has a few advantages the 
opening leader did not have. 
He has had a chance to look at 
the dummy and also to see two 
cards which have already been 
played. 

Of course there is one player 
(declarer) who will play to the 
trick after him. He must be 
alert to capitalize on what he 
can see. 


Look at what happened to 


Mr. Abel in today’s deal. Mrs. 
Keen opened a small trump and 


he automatically played his 
queen (third hand high, you 
know). Mr. Dale won, eashed 


his ace and king of hearts and 

ruffed a heart on the board. 
He returned to his hand with 

the ace of clubs and ruffed his 


last heart. Note that Mr. Abel 

Was powerless to overruff. 
Getting along much better 

than he had expected, Mr. Dale 


now led a diamond to his king, 
losing to the ace. A club was 
returned and he ruffed, picked 
up the outstanding trumps, 
cashed the queen of diamonds 
and made his contract. He had 
won two hearts, a diamond, a 
club and no fewer than six 
trump tricks. 

What did Mr. Abel think he 
would gain by going up with 
the queen of spades at trick 
one? Extremely unlikely on the 
bidding. Did he think she had 
led from the king doubleton of 
trumps? Extremely unlikely on 
ordinary common sense. 

If he had played small, he 
could have overruffed dummy 
on the fourth lead of hearts 
and after that Dr. Dale would 
have found the going much too 
tough to bring in 10 tricks.
